Two  pounds  to  100  feet  of  drill;  150  pounds  per  acre. 

CTJ^TXTRZ: — You  will  have  the  best  results  with  early  peas  on  light, 
warm  soil,  but  the  main  crop  will  do  better  on  a fairly  heavy  soil  that 
will  retain  moisture.  Avoid . too  much  nitrogen  fertilizer  such  as  fresh 
manure,  as  that  causes  heavy  vine  growth  at  expense  of  pods.  A plot 
prepared  the  fall  before  is  best.  Sow  early  kinds,  as  soon  as  possible  in 
rows  2 to  3 inches  deep  and  2^2  to  3%  feet  apart,  and  for  succession 
every  two  weeks  until  June  15th.  The  very  earliest  varieties,  planted 
in  August,  will  often  give  a good  fall  crop. 

The  taller  varieties  will  do  better  if  supported  by  bush  or  wire.  Some 
plant  in  double  rows  (6  inches  apart)  and  support  the  two  together.  The 
smooth  sorts  are  hardiest,  but  wrinkled  varieties  are  of  better  quality. 
Planting  distances  and  depth  depend  on  variety  and  type  of  soil.

WHITE  BIiOSSOM  or  BOKHABA  (Mel i lotus  Alba) — This  lives  two  years  and 
then  dies.  It  is  the  variety  commonly  referred  to  when  “Sweet  Clover”  is  men- 
tioned and  is  the  best  for  general  use. 

Sweet  Clover  is  a legume  having  the  same  bacteria  on  its  roots  that  grow  on 
Alfalfa.  Consequently  it  supplies  nitrogen  to  the  soil  and  prepares  the  way 
for  Alfalfa.  It  is  valuable  for  building  up  worn  out  soils. 

It  grows  in  a variety  of  soils — heavy,  light,  wet  or  dry — almost  anjnvhere 
except  in  acid  soil.  But  it  does  best  on  a firm,  well-drained  soil  which  is  rich 
in  lime.  The  Montana  Experiment  Station  recommends  it  for  improving  alkali 
soils.

Absolutely  hardy  every- 
where. The  cherry  is  a cross 
between  the  sand  cherry  and 
the  minor  plum.  The  fruit 
is  nearly  an  inch  in  diam- 
eter, a bright  red,  sweet  and 
juicy,  and  a very  fine  fla- 
vor. When  young  and  green 
the  fruits  look  more  like  un- 
developed plums,  but  as  they 
mature,  they  become  round 
like  a cherry.  The  pit  is 
somewhat  elongated ; the 
color  ol  the  fruit  is  bright 
red;  when  fully  ripe,  a dark 
wine  shade.  In  general  ap- 
pearance it  looks  more  like  a 
plum  than  a cherry.  We 
recommend  this  cherry  to  be 
planted  wherever  it  is  hard 
to  raise  fruit  of  any  kind,  for 
this  tree  will  bear  good  fruit 
when  others  fail.  The  tree 
is  a regular  and  a heavy 
bearer  and  produces  fruit 
the  next  year  after  setting 
out.

In  spring,  not  later  than  June  1st. 

To  obtain  the  most  satisfactory  results,  roses  should  be  planted  in  well  drained,  rich, 
deep  loamy  soil,  and  given  a place  where  they  have  sunlight  and  circulation  of  air. 

For  winter  protection  an  application  of  rotten  manure  should  be  given  them  in  the 
late  autumn,  and  spaded  into  the  ground  the  following  spring. 

NOTICE:  If  the  plants  look  wilted  when  received,  put  them  in  lukewarm  water  for 
15  to  20  minutes.  Set  the  plants  about  2%  inches  deeper  than  they  were  growing 
before  and  press  the  soil  firmly  around  the  roots.  Give  them  a good  watering.  Shade 
from  sun  and  wind  until  they  begin  to  grow.

FEEDING  POULTRY  FOR  PROFIT 

While  there  are  a number  of  different  factors  that  are  essential  to  successful  poultry  culture,  not  one  of  them  is 
of  more  importance  than  the  feeding  of  the  fowls. 

A breeder  may  have  a flock  of  birds  from  one  of  the  best  strains  in  the  world,  but  unless  they  are  properly 
fed,  they  cannot  give  the  returns  that  they  would  in  response  to  proper  feeding  coupled  -with  good  care.  If  the 
fowls  are  to  be  kept  healthy,  vigorous  and  productive  they  must  be  supplied  with  these  three  food  elements: 
Protein,  to  make  muscle;  Carbohydrates,  to  supply  heat  and  energy;  and  Ash,  to  make  bone.
